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The TRED Deception 

Tainted Orange County Sheriff’s Department informant program blows another murder case

Y ou might assume Orange 

County law enforcement would 
be at the peak of professional 
diligence as it handled the kid¬ 
napping and murder of Jeanette Espeleta, a 
20-year-old Fullerton woman eight months’ 
pregnant with a baby she planned to name 
Alyssa Kaitana. But the July 1998 double 
homicide has evolved into an ongoing 

showcase of incom¬ 
petence and corrup¬ 
tion involving police, 
sheriff’s deputies, 
county counsel, 
prosecutors and a 
seasoned judge. 

Such a story 
would have been 
difficult for the pub¬ 
lic to accept not long 
ago. But last month, 
OC District Attor¬ 
ney Tony Rackauckas’ death-penalty prose¬ 
cution team got caught committing perjury 
and hiding crucial records, unprecedented 
findings that prompted Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals to recuse the entire district attor¬ 
ney’s office in People v. Scott Dekraai, the 
2011 Seal Beach salon mass killer. 

Similar to Dekraai, government actors 
took the easily solvable Espeleta murder 
and unnecessarily cheated. In some ways, 
the Espeleta case is worse than the linger¬ 
ing aforementioned death-penalty trial 
that has garnered national attention. Dur¬ 
ing the past 17 years, prosecution teams 
hid exculpatory evidence, secured tainted 
testimony, won convictions, and then 
duped state appellate-court justices into 
believing they never swerved from their 
sworn oaths. It’s an alarming situation 
that’s not based on speculation. While 
most prosecutors and cops I see in court 
are honest, some even significantly under¬ 
paid for their work, the record alone in 
the Espeleta mess proves OC’s criminal- 
justice system needs a cleansing. 

If you doubt my observation, con¬ 
template this: In recent months, we’ve 
learned, over the objections of the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD), the 
agency created TRED, a computerized 
records system in which deputies store 
information about in-custody defendants, 
including informants. Some of the data is 
trivial; other pieces contain vital, exculpa¬ 
tory evidence. But for a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, OCSD management deemed TRED 
beyond the reach of any outside authority. 
In Dekraai, deputies Ben Garcia and Seth 
Tunstall committed perjury to hide the 
mere existence of TRED. Those lies didn’t 
originate from blind loyalty, however. The 
concealed records show how prosecution 


teams slyly trampled the constitutional 
rights of defendants by employing infor¬ 
mants—and then keeping clueless judges, 
juries and defense lawyers. 

This scam returns us to Espeleta. 
Twenty-two days before her death, the 
victim filed paperwork with the OC 
district attorney’s office seeking future 
child support from the unborn baby’s 
father, Richard Tovar. Fullerton Police 
Department (FPD) investigators focused 
on Tovar, determined he was the killer 
and won a conviction. Officers also pur¬ 
sued murder charges against 20-year-old 
Henry Rodriguez, Tovar’s best friend. 
Rodriguez was at Anaheim Stadium dur¬ 
ing the killing and had considered Tovar’s 
pre-murder “187” rants against Espeleta 
as empty talk fueled by dope. Detectives 
Tom Conklin and Robert Richardson got 
Rodriguez to admit he’d heard Tovar’s 
rants and, after the murder, helped him 
dump the corpse in the Pacific Ocean. In 
1999, a jury convicted him on first- and 
second-degree murder counts. 

Though Rodriguez landed in prison, 
the case was only on the first wave of 
a wild roller-coaster ride. A California 
Court of Appeal panel with justices Wil¬ 
liam Rylaarsdam, David Sills and Kathleen 
O’Leary overturned the convictions in 
2003, declaring Conklin and Richardson 
ignored the law to coerce a partial con¬ 
fession, in violation of the defendant’s 
Miranda rights. “The transcripts and vid¬ 
eotapes of the interview show the detec¬ 
tives were intent on extracting every last 
detail possible from the defendant before 
formally placing him under arrest and 
informing him of his constitutional rights; 
they succeeded,” the judges wrote. 

The second trial put the Rodriguez 
prosecution team in a quandary. This 
time, they couldn’t use the illegally 
obtained confession, so they unveiled a 
startling new weapon: Michael James 
Garrity, an Orange County Jail informant. 
Garrity claimed he’d secured much of the 
same incriminating information from the 
defendant prior to the first trial. But the 
tardy emergence of a snitch raised a ques¬ 
tion: Why had Garrity been hidden during 
the first trial? The answer is contained in 
the snitch’s notes and police interviews, 
which reveal unethical acts. 

Federal law in Massiah v. United States 
establishes that government agents and 
their informants cannot question charged 
defendants who have legal representation. 
But Garrity’s long-hidden, June 7,1999, 
recorded meeting with FPD detectives 
Sean Fares and Anthony Sosnowski is 
loaded with the informant admitting he’d 
repeatedly asked questions. For example, 


he uttered statements such as “I asked 
[Rodriquez] how they shot [Espeleta]” 
and “I asked how she was killed.” 

Worse, according to the transcript, 
Fares and Sosnowski ignored the Massiah 
violations and brazenly provided Garrity a 
wish list of questions they wanted asked. 
“A couple of things we’re gonna want to 
know, if you, if you can, uh, solicit from 
him, um, is: Where is the [victim’s] car?” 
said Sosnowski, now a supervising investi¬ 
gator for Rackauckas. “Maybe you can get 
him to tell you that somehow.” 

That evidence troubled James M. 
Crawford. As Rodriguez’s attorney for the 
second trial, Crawford viewed the state’s 
cases as warped from the outset. “Henry 
didn’t murder anyone,” he said. “He 
helped dispose of the body.” 

At a March 25,2005, hearing with 
Judge Frank F. Fasel, Crawford asked to 
inspect “relevant impeachment” infor¬ 
mation: sheriff’s records on Garrity’s 
informant work. Laura Knapp, a deputy 
county counsel representing OCSD, 
objected. Knapp argued, “It is the sheriff’s 
contention that these records are highly 
confidential, investigatory files, which are 
not written or created [my emphasis] and 
should not be disclosed.” 

Labeling Crawford’s keen insight 
“a fishing expedition,” Fasel accepted 
Knapp’s perplexing stance (supposedly 
nonexistent records are confidential), 
declared that Garrity had not been acting 
as a government informant when he ques¬ 
tioned Rodriguez, permitted the snitch’s 
testimony, oversaw the defendant’s sec¬ 
ond trial conviction and imposed a sen¬ 
tence of 40 years to life. 

None of this bothered appellate justices 
Rylaarsdam, Sills and O’Leary. Garrity 
clearly noted during his FPD interview 
that he’d questioned Rodriguez in viola¬ 
tion of Massiah, but the panel claimed 
there was “no evidence of a deliberate 
elicitation of the information.” To help 


reach that conclusion, the justices simply 
echoed law enforcement’s fiction: Not 
working as a government snitch, Garrity 
stumbled upon the incriminating Rodri¬ 
guez statements, a scenario that permitted 
the introduction of that evidence. 

But as with Crawford, as well as Rodri¬ 
guez’s first trial defense lawyers, the justices 
hadn’t just been misled about the existence 
of an OCSD informant program. All were 
robbed of vital, contradictory evidence. 
TRED entries contain information the 
defense was entitled to know, including that 
Garrity worked as an informant before, dur¬ 
ing and after his questioning of Rodriguez. 

The TRED records aren’t ambiguous. 
Before going operational against Rodri¬ 
guez, the snitch ratted on other inmates 
possessing methamphetamine, performed 
informant work for Riverside authorities, 
worked to aid OCSD deputies on “several 
matters,” and solicited information from 
multiple murder defendants on behalf of 
Anaheim and Fullerton police. In an April 
1999 TRED entry, a deputy wrote, “[Gar¬ 
rity] is very cooperative and has apparently 
provided staff with good information.” 

The TRED revelations, 17 years late in 
this case, demonstrate the government 
can’t be trusted to obey court rules to sur¬ 
render evidence helpful to the defense and 
could prompt a third trial for Rodriguez. 

“This is a due-process disaster zone,” 
said Scott Sanders, the assistant public 
defender who forced disclosure of the 
TRED system late last year. “The sheriff’s 
department created a records system in 
1990 and has pretended it is immune from 
court disclosure. How many more con¬ 
victed defendants were cheated during 
the past 25 years?”

GET YOU HIGH. SO HIGH

“Hello, My Name is Dr. Greenthumb. Have 
you ever had the problem of running out of 
weed and just can’t find some anywhere?” 

-B-Real, Cypress Hill, 1998 

A t about 7 a.m. on March 20, a fire 
alarm went off inside a nonde¬ 
script warehouse in the 1100 block 
of East 17th Street in Santa Ana, 
near the 5 freeway. It’s unclear if someone 
pulled the alarm or if something else trig¬ 
gered the device, but there was apparently 
no fire inside the building. 

When Orange County Fire Authority 
units rolled up to the location, sirens blar¬ 
ing, they saw no flames or smoke, just five 
men jumping into separate vehicles and 
racing away from the scene. By 10:45 a.m., 
police had obtained a warrant to search the 
building, which was locked—even the fire- 
escape doors had been secured with 3-inch 
chains. “Had there been an actual fire, 
nobody would have made it out,” remarked 
police spokesman Corporal Anthony Ber- 
tagna. “Those chains were huge.” 

The mystery of the disappearing men 


was quickly explained by what police 
discovered inside the warehouse: more 
than 1,600 marijuana 
plants divided into vari¬ 
ous rooms for different 
stages of development. 

The sophisticated grow 
operation had its own 
intricate lighting and 
irrigation systems and 
was still under con¬ 
struction, although, 
for obvious reasons, 
nobody had applied 
for city permits to 
do the work. The 
total worth of the 
haul, according 
to a state mar¬ 
ijuana-street- 
value formula 
cited by Bertagna, 
was $2.9 million. 

The illegal pot grow was hardly the 
first one discovered within city limits in 
recent years. In just one example from 


March 2011, police found what they 
called one of “the largest and most high- 
tech” grows they’d ever witnessed inside 
a 61,000-square-foot building 
capable of produc¬ 
ing $120,000 of pot 
per week. And as 
recently as Feb. 5, 
after a tipster notified 
police about a blown 
transformer in the 600 
block of South Santa Fe 
Street, cops discovered 
approximately 2,100 
marijuana plants inside 
what Bertagna referred to 
as a “marijuana factory” 
with a dozen different 
grow rooms, an operation 
so vast it had overdrawn its 
electrical supply. 

“They had 10 to 13 air-con¬ 
ditioning units put in without 
making any change to the 
electrical setup,” Bertagna complained. 
“That’s why the transformers started 



blowing, and why you have to get permits 
and code enforcement requires you to 
upgrade the system.” 

The fact that no permits had been pulled 
for electrical work at the building is no 
shock. Growing marijuana has been illegal 
in Santa Ana under a city ban that has been 
in place since 2007. As the Weekly previ¬ 
ously reported (see “Santa Ana’s Great 
Pot Raid,” Aug. 14,2014), as other cities 
throughout Orange County—particularly 
Anaheim, Lake Forest, Garden Grove and 
Costa Mesa—have driven dispensaries out 
of town, Santa Ana has become something 
of a last stand for medical marijuana. 
Despite the massive raid by city cops of 24 
dispensaries last July, which resulted in 
the arrest of nearly 70 people, roughly 100 
rogue dispensaries and delivery services 
continue to operate in violation of city 
law. Meanwhile, not a cent of the untold 
thousands of dollars of daily donations 
collected from patients goes to city coffers 
in the form of tax revenue. 

But all of that is about to change. On

Nov. 4,2014, an overwhelming majority 
of Santa Ana voters—65.9 percent, to be 
exact—approved Measure BB, Orange 
County's first voter-backed initiative 
requiring city officials to allow medical- 
marijuana dispensaries to open their 
doors. The measure allowed for appli¬ 
cants to compete in a lottery that would 
result in the establishment of 20 dispensa¬ 
ries and had been put on the ballot by city 
officials to compete with a citizen-backed 
initiative called the “Santa Ana Medical 
Cannabis Restriction and Limitation Ini¬ 
tiative,” which, despite its title, contained 
no set limit on the number of dispensaries 
that would be allowed to open. 

On Feb. 5—the same day cops raided the 
grow house that blew the aforementioned 
electrical transformer—the city held its 
lottery. From a total of 660 balls, each one 
representing individuals and corporations 
that had paid more than $1,500 in applica¬ 
tion fees, officials drew 20 balls. Lottery 
losers were automatically placed on a 
lengthy waiting list; the 20 victors would 
undergo a 60-day waiting period while 
the Santa Ana Police Department con¬ 
ducted criminal background checks. Any¬ 
one who fails to pass muster loses their 
spot to the next person on the waiting list. 

Under Measure BB, nobody under the 
age of 21 will be allowed inside the dis¬ 
pensaries, which must be located at least 
500 feet away from one another and at 
least 1,000 feet away from a school, park 
or residential area. The city will receive a 
5 percent tax on all pot sales, money that 
will help pay for a law-enforcement team 
of cops and code-enforcement agents who 
will regulate the dispensaries. Perhaps 
the most significant mandate—and most 
ironic, given the city’s apparently booming 
illegal marijuana-cultivation industry—is 
that none of the dispensaries will be 
allowed to grow marijuana onsite. 


n a recent late weekday morn¬ 
ing—so late it’s verging on noon, 
really—one of the Measure BB 
winners is relaxing on a wrap¬ 
around couch inside a second-story con¬ 


dominium within a gated community just 
a stone’s throw from South Coast Plaza. 
Latino and in his mid-40s, he’s wearing 
a black ball cap and a red-T-shirt, from 
which bulge heavily inked arms. He leans 
forward, elbows gently resting on his 
knees, with his eyes fixed on a flat-screen 
TV high on the living room wall showing 
CNN’s coverage of the latest ISIS news. 

The man’s name is Louis Freese, but 
he’s better known by his stage name, 
B-Real, the nasally voiced rapper and lead 
songwriter of the platinum-selling and 
legendarily pot-centric LA hip-hop group 
Cypress Hill. Beneath the TV are several 
shelves stacked with expensive German 
glass pipes recently flown in from head 
shops in Amsterdam. On the glass coffee 
table is a stack of post cards featuring an 
illustration of Dr. Greenthumb, a man in 
an Afro and sunglasses, and emblazoned 
with the words “Thank you Santa Ana!” 

If anyone in the rap world is synonymous 
with the celebration of all things marijuana, 
it’s B-Real. Cypress Hill’s first, eponymous 
album appeared in 1991, a good year before 
Dr. Dre’s The Chronic brought Snoop Dogg 
to worldwide fame and cemented West 
Coast gangster rap’s weed-friendly reputa¬ 
tion. The group combined B-Real’s impish, 
darkly humorous rhymes and Sen Dog’s 
baritone backup vocals with DJ Muggs’ 
funky beats. With songs such as “Light 
Another,” “Insane In the Brain” and “Hits 
From the Bong,” Cypress Hill not only went 
platinum, but also became the first major 
hip-hop act to embrace marijuana culture. 

Sitting next to B-Real in the condo is 
his manager, Enas Barkho, who doubles 
as B-Real’s partner in the soon-to-open 
Dr. Greenthumb dispensary. Behind them, 
seated at a round table in the kitchen, 
is their appointment secretary, a tall, 
slender Latina who is talking on her cell 
phone, desperately pushing back B-Real’s 
appointments for the day. 

Across the coffee table from B-Real 
and Barkho is their attorney, Christo¬ 
pher Glew, one of the most experienced 
medical-marijuana lawyers in California, 
who is describing the bizarre way Santa 
Ana has sought to establish the state’s first 
voter-backed, city-supported medical- 
marijuana marketplace. Because the city 


put no limit on the number of applications 
it would consider for the lottery, deep- 
pocketed applicants were free to create as 
many corporations as they wanted to com¬ 
pete for the available addresses that would 
qualify for the city’s marijuana ordinance. 

“Effectively, they stuffed the ballot 
box,” argues Glew, who is wearing a 
pin-striped suit as he leans back in a con¬ 
temporary lounge chair. “Meanwhile, the 
initiative said that all dispensaries had to 
be in operation prior to the application, 
but they couldn’t be operating in violation 
of the Santa Ana ordinance, which doesn’t 
make sense because if you were operating, 
you were violating the ordinance.” 

The dozens of collectives that have 
operated in Santa Ana for years but lost 
at the lottery are reportedly considering 
something along the lines of a class-action 
lawsuit. “A lot of people who are open in 
Santa Ana right now think if they get the 
ordinance shot down, that will allow them 
to stay in operation,” Glew says. “Several 
attorneys have the idea of coming in and 
saying, ‘We want an injunction; we want 
to stop this,’ but the problem is nobody 
wants to pay for it right now.” 

Together, Glew and attorney Randall 
Longwith—director of the Orange County 
chapter for Americans for Safe Access, 
who helped gather signatures for Measure 
BB—represent the 20 lottery winners. 

Some of their clients were already operat¬ 
ing storefronts in violation of the city’s 
ban, while the rest, including B-Real’s Dr. 
Greenthumb, have yet to set up shop. Glew 
says they are a diverse crowd. “There are 
some characters,” he says vaguely. “Some 
people have very, I would say, humanitar¬ 
ian motives, and others have had a strong 
presence in the cannabis community for 
years, people like B-Real that finally have 
an outlet to express themselves legally.” 

A s B-Real tells it, marijuana was 

always part of his life, well before 
Cypress Hill. “It was part of our 
everyday lives,” he says. “We 
grew up celebrating it, reading about it in 
High Times magazine, growing it in our 
back yards, stealing it from our neighbors 
who were growing it.” 

By the time he was a teenager in the 


mid- to late 1980s, B-Real was living in 
South Gate and hanging out in a Bloods- 
affiliated street gang called Families with 
his childhood friend and future Cypress 
Hill band mate Senen Reyes, a.k.a. Sen Dog, 
whose brother already had a record deal. 

“They asked me to come write some stuff 
for them, and I felt like I had nothing to 
lose, living the life I was living at the time, so 
I got bitten by the music bug,” says B-Real. 
“Music pretty much saved me. I knew I was 
either going to do music or stay [in the gang] 
and probably end up in a penitentiary in a 
few years, or a grave or paralyzed because 
those are the three scenarios.” 

Cypress Hill was born when Sen Dog 
and B-Real hooked up with a half-Norwe- 
gian, half-Italian producer from Queens 
named Lawrence Muggerud, a.k.a. DJ 
Muggs, whose turntables brought a dis¬ 
tinctly retro combination of wah-wah- 
saturated guitar riffs, bass and horns to 
the mix. The group took its name from the 
street on which Sen Dog lived in South 
Gate, Cypress Avenue, as well as an actual 
neighborhood bordering Queens and 
Brooklyn that was featured in the 1983 
graffiti-artist movie Wild Style. 

Unlike most other LA-based rap 
groups who sought to emulate N.W.A, 
Cypress Hill deliberately used humor 
to get their message across. The band’s 
first album opens with the song “Pigs,” 
which describes various police officers as 
corrupt, lazy or closeted gays and which 
B-Real says was influenced by his child¬ 
hood memories of being harassed by cops. 
“The one thing we wanted to do was not 
shove messages down peoples’ throats,” 
he says. “We are saying some serious shit, 
but in a way that will make you laugh 
because we are kind of making fun of it.” 

Another track on the album, “Light 
Another,” began Cypress Hill’s public 
identification with celebrating pot culture, 
a sentiment that was also reflected in the 
band’s logo, a pot leaf superimposed on a 
skull. Whenever Cypress Hill played live, 
including a regular slot on the Smokin’ 
Grooves Tour, they did so on a stage fes¬ 
tooned with marijuana-related props: an 
inflatable king smoking a fat joint, a giant- 
size Buddha, an oversized pot leaf. 

According to B-Real, Cypress Hill 
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were immediately scouted by pot- 
legalization groups such as the National 
Organization to Repeal Marijuana 
Laws (NORML). "It gave every indica¬ 
tion that we were a band of stoners, 
and they approached us to see if we’d 
be interested in championing the cause 
and becoming members of NORML and 
educating people about the movement,” 
B-Real says. “We definitely embraced 
that and did it for a good long time.” 

When California voters passed Proposi¬ 
tion 215 in November 1996, making it the 
first state to legalize cannabis for medici¬ 
nal purposes, the band felt vindicated in 
their embrace of pot, despite the fact they 
had done so at the cost of some commer¬ 
cial success. “At 19 million records sold 
worldwide, for any other band, this affords 
you some opportunities, but because our 
brand was associated with marijuana 
and the politics of legalization, we were 
blackballed from a lot of things,” B-Real 
argues. “Like, Pepsi wasn’t going to come 
to Cypress Hill; brands such as that don’t 
want to be associated with marijuana cul¬ 
ture. Although now that we have 19 other 
states that have legislation in place, it is 
more mainstream, and these corporate 
entities are a little more cutting-edge and 
might want to come to us as ambassadors 
for their brand.” 

Over the past decade, as Cypress Hill 
continued to sell records, B-Real grew 
increasingly interested in not just agitat¬ 
ing for pot legalization, but also becom¬ 
ing involved in the industry itself. On the 
band’s fourth album, Cypress Hill IV, he 
introduced his pot-grower alter ego, Dr. 
Greenthumb. “When I created that song, 

I started doing things as that alter ego, 
putting on events, throwing parties and 
involving myself in the culture,” B-Real 
says. Among other things, he created the 
web-based show B-Real TV to help broad¬ 
cast his celebration of all things mari¬ 
juana, especially his own indica strain, 
JetFuel OG, which was created from the 
original plant that started the OG craze 
back in the 1990s. 

Despite the proliferation of dispen¬ 
saries in Los Angeles, B-Real insists he 
was never tempted to open his own shop. 


“What I did was build relationships with 
shop owners to see what they were doing 
and how they were doing it,” he explains. 
“Some would definitely run their shops 
better than others. But I didn’t want to 
jump in without any protection, without 
any viable laws in place, because with 
Cypress Hill, we would have faced so 
much scrutiny that we probably would 
have been shut down by now.” 

Lending Dr. Greenthumb’s name to 
an actual dispensary was an idea that 
stemmed from B-Real’s friendship with 
his manager, Barkho, who grew up in 
Costa Mesa and skipped college to go into 
the recording industry. “Our relation¬ 
ship formed over the love of marijuana,” 
Barkho says. “We both enjoyed smoking 
high-grade marijuana and became best 
friends, and the natural evolution was we 
became business partners.” 

After Santa Ana voters passed Measure 
BB, Barkho and B-Real immediately put 
together plans to open a Dr. Greenthumb 
dispensary. “Fortunately, we got a great 
opportunity in Santa Ana to do it prop¬ 
erly and legitimately without worrying 
about if we are going to open up down 
here and get shut down in six months,” 
B-Real says. “We want to do right by our 
fans, by our patients who might not even 
be music fans but just want quality meds. 
It’s not about my name as an artist, it’s not 
about the Cypress Hill name; it’s about 
the patients who are coming for the meds, 
trying to get the right setting that makes 
them comfortable and getting them the 
right meds responsibly.” 


here’s a lot that needs to happen 
before Dr. Greenthumb becomes a 
reality, however. After the lottery 
winners were announced on Feb. 
5, the city estimated it would take 60 days 
to complete paperwork for the dispensary 
operators and run a police department 
background check. But according to Rob¬ 
ert Cortez, a special assistant to Santa 
Ana’s city manager, only two of the lottery 
winners (Cortez refused to name them) 
have so far submitted the paperwork, 
never mind paid the annual $12,086 per-

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mit fee that will allow them to operate. “It 
looks like it’s taking longer than we antici¬ 
pated/’ Cortez says. 

On Feb. 6, the day after the lottery, the 
city sent letters to all the dispensaries that 
were operating in the city illegally, warn¬ 
ing them they had until April 6 to shut 
down. Despite the fact that none of the 
legal dispensaries will be open yet, Cortez 
confirms that deadline will be enforced. 
“Both code enforcement and police offi¬ 
cers are part of the enforcement team,” 
he says. “So if it’s an illegal dispensary, we 
will have to enforce the ordinance.” 

With the city intent on shutting down 
existing dispensaries much faster than it 
is capable of permitting new ones come 
complaints that patients who need medi¬ 
cation will lose out. “It’s my understand¬ 
ing that the city only has two individuals 
to review permits,” says attorney Long- 
with, who represents several of the lottery 
winners. “At this point, it’s a 12-week wait¬ 
ing process before they can even get to 
review. That is going to create a problem.” 

Longwith rattled off a laundry list of 
issues that need to be resolved before 
the legal dispensaries open for business. 
Although Measure BB states that security 


guards should be present at the dispensa¬ 
ries, there is no provision for them to be 
armed. Given that banks refuse to create 
accounts for pot clubs, they operate on a 
cash-only basis, making them vulnerable 
to strong-arm robberies. And despite the 
fact that state law allows card-carrying 
patients 18 and older to smoke cannabis, 
the city’s law will only allow adults 21 
and older into the dispensaries. “There’s 
an issue right now with regard to mili¬ 
tary veterans who are coming back from 
war with PTSD, and they have to bring 
mommy in with them to get their medi¬ 
cine,” Longwith argues. “There has to be 
a way we can talk about this and clear up 
some of these issues.” 

While the city manager’s office works 
out those details, Longwith has orga¬ 
nized the lottery winners into the Santa 
Ana Collective Association. According 
to Chris Eggers, marketing director 
with the Longwith Group, the group’s 
purpose is to create the “best practices” 
that will guide the legal dispensaries 
going forward. “What we’re really talk¬ 
ing about is best practice compliance,” 
Eggers says. “And best practice operators 
tend to be people who do lab testing, 
keep copious records with the state, pay 
taxes, regulate access. They are not a 
nuisance to their neighbors; they don’t 


















have odor issues, don’t sell to minors and 
don’t have ties to nefarious activities.” 

One of Longwith’s clients, lottery win¬ 
ner Derek Worden, Eggers says, is an 
example of a “best practice operator.” 
Worden operates South Coast Patients 
Association, which has enjoyed a long 
presence in Santa Ana despite the city’s 
ban. “The most important thing to us is 
being able to open our doors [in our new 
location] the day they want to shut our 
doors,” Worden says, adding that the 
majority of his collective’s members are 
veterans and older patients with terminal 
illnesses. “The products we have for these 
patients don’t exist on the streets,” he 
says. “The only place you can go for it is a 
true medical-cannabis collective that lab 
tests the products like we do.” 

For his part, B-Real’s sights are 
already set well beyond the debate over 
access to medical marijuana. He predicts 
that California voters will legalize mari¬ 
juana for recreational purposes in 2016 
and that many other cities will follow 
Santa Ana’s example in the next several 
months. “It behooves everybody to make 
some money off this culture before legal¬ 
ization happens,” he says. “A lot of cities 
need an infusion of revenue, and this 5 
percent tax that Santa Ana will take off 
the top goes straight to the city. All these 
cities that don’t have that tax are going 
to want to get it.” 

Although he has a busy touring sched¬ 
ule with Cypress Hill, not to mention 
studio work and managingB-Real TV, 


the rapper insists he will be a big part of 
Dr. Greenthumb once it opens. “Most of 
the time, in my industry, people come up 
to me and say, T’ve got this opportunity 
for you. We just want to use your name; 


we will give you a percentage.’ It’s just a 
licensing deal,” he explains. “That’s not 
what this is to me because this has been 
a passion for me for 20-odd years, even 
before the music—passion for legalization,

period. It’s very real for myself and Enas.

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The Play Within the 
Play's the Thing 

Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern Are Dead 

Chapman University and Pacific Sym¬ 
phony's collaborative “Shakespeare 
Reimagined” series offers a chance to 
enroll in a semester's worth of music, 
film and theater, ranging from a staging 
of Hamlet to Tom Stoppard's fabulist 
classic Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
Are Dead. This makes perfect sense and 
nonsense, staging the enduring absurdist, 
avant-garde, super-self-conscious meta¬ 
drama about two ambitious minor charac¬ 
ters and the triumph of art over the limits 
of reason, the enduring power of life on the 
stage to bring meaning to our lives in front 
of it. Hopeless, hilarious, inspiring, these 
two dead and deadpan antiheroes take 
over moments of the famous play about 
their presumed school pal, the Prince of 
Denmark, doing onstage “things that are 
supposed to happen off.”

What's Really Going On With The Bees! 

YOU can provide the most essential step to saving bees. With disappearing habitat, what the bees need more than anything is somewhere to live. 


T he number of managed beehives 
in the United States is up 19% 
since 2008. In areas such 
as Orange County where there is 
increasingly a shortage of undeveloped 
land, this unfortunately results in bees 
trying to build colonies in people’s fences 
and walls, where they run into conflict 
with humans. Companies such as Bee 
Busters do their best to relocate these 
bees, but they only have so much space 
available to put beehives. And this is 
why the most important thing you can do 
for the bees is provide space for beehives. 

A good place for beehives is a flat 
area in a non-densely-developed area, 
for example in one of the canyon 
communities. If you have fruit trees 
or crops, pollination from hives in the 
immediate vicinity can increase your 
yield five to ten-fold. So if you have land 
suitable for beehives, the bees benefit, 
the beekeepers benefit, you benefit, and 
the community around you benefits 
(because more hives can be relocated 
from them). 

Since the first hive of honeybees was 
introduced to the Americas in 1622 the 
number of bee colonies, both feral and 
managed, has steadily increased to fill 
this new territory. Additionally, as the 
human population has increased, the 
number of hives kept by humans has 
increased proportionally. As you can see 



has been a steady uphill ever since then. 
In the last century the bee population 
in the United States has had its ups 
and downs, or really, one major up and 
down. As you can see in the chart, there 
was a very sharp rise in the number of 
beehives during the war years from 1941 
to 1947. This was due to government 
encouragement of beekeeping due to a 
wartime sugar shortage and the use of 
beeswax to hold together explosives. In 
fact the number of beehives has been 
predominantly determined by economic 
factors. The two depressions you see 
in the chart prior to the war peak are

likely the result of increased competition 
from sugar beets as a source of staple 
sugar, and then the appearance on the 
market of synthetic sugars. From there 
honey fell from being a staple sugar to 
the luxury item that couldn’t compete 
with synthetic sugar for consumers on 
a budget, and thus, not surprisingly, 
spiraled down steadily in production 
numbers after the war. Since 1987 
the number of actual beekeepers has 
decreased by 40%, but the number of 
hives per remaining beekeeper has 
increased by 66%. Fortunately in the 
most recent ten years the number of 
hives of bees has stabilized and actually 
increased. 

“Things have changed a lot since I used 
to peddle around on a bicycle as a boy 
and catch swarms” says Bee Busters 
founder David Marder, “I can remember 



of beehives in the foothills and no one 
would do anything. 

There was a crisis in the 80s when varroa 
mites arrived, and no one was around, no 
one cared, just me and some other people 
trying to save bees from tree hollows. 

Then Africanized [“killer”] bees 
arrived and before they even got here 
vector control was going around killing 
everything in sight and I was like 'heeey 
you shouldn’t do that. They killed the 
gene pool. You don’t have survivor stock 
if you’ve killed them all 

Then local authorities demanded that 
I have a pest control operator’s license 
to do bee removal, or else they’d throw 
me in jail. Now it’s a free for all, the 
county is full of unlicensed people 
getting toxic pesticides from the internet 
and saying they’re saving the bees, but 
they’re endangering homeowners and 
themselves, and the bees. 

Recently for example I got a call from a 
homeowner where the unlicensed 'bee 
saver’ sprayed termidor into a house’s 
eaves, which is a highly toxic termiticide 
that is not supposed to be applied into 
occupied human habitations. And it 
can poison bees from other colonies 
and other non-target pests. This is just 
one example of how the untrained and 


health of not only the surrounding bee 
population and environment, but the 
human community as well. 

One of the saddest days of my life was 
when I had Dr Eric Mussen from the UC 
Davis bee lab riding along with me and 
he said 'David, with these Africanized 
bees here, I don’t want you saving bees 
in this area any more, and I don’t want 
you giving them to people to put in 
backyards. 

I stopped for awhile, but now that people 
aren’t as afraid of Africanized bees 
anymore I rescue as many as I have space 
for, and promptly re-queen the colonies 
so they’ll become non-Africanized. But I 
really need more space.” 

If you would like to support the 
bees but don’t have land to host 
hives on, please consider donating 
to one of the legitimate bee research 
organizations such as Project Apis M 
(projectapsm.org), Bee Aid International 
(worldbeedev.org), the USDA Bee Lab, or 
the UC Davis Bee Lab (http://beebiology. 
ucdavis.edu/). There’s countless other 
organizations which have used the 
recent interest in bees to put “donate to 
us” buttons on their website and collect 
people’s money. 

The charities and labs we have listed 
here though are at the forefront of bee 
research and support.

Where the Porchetta Shines 

Sharron Barshishat’s Paninoteca Maggio rises again in downtown Santa Ana

I f you’d asked me a few weeks ago, I 
would’ve said that the only two meat¬ 
ball sandwiches worth eating in all of 
Orange County were at Cortina’s and 
Harry’s Deli. Then I’d remember that Har¬ 
ry’s Deli closed, so I’d say it was Cortina’s— 
just Cortina’s. But now, I’d add Paninoteca 
Maggio’s to that list and tell you it might 
be the greatest yet. It starts with good 
bread—a noble, football-shaped baguette 
of considerable girth, with a golden crust 
so sturdy it could repel buckshot. Like 
a hammock, the top-slit loaf cradles the 
three fat meatballs made of beef and pork, 
the marinara, and the melted cheese that 
blankets it all. You approach it as though 
it were a taco, keeping the sandwich level 
so as not to spill any of its contents, tak¬ 
ing your first bite with your head cocked 
to one side. Once you breach the crust’s 
crackle, the sandwich is all softness and 
comfort. Curls of steam escape from where 
you bit last, and you smell the basil and feel 
the sandwich’s warmness slowly spreading 
throughout your body. If hugs were edible, 
this is what it’d taste like. 

It’s called Roma on the menu, but don’t 
stop there. Order the Toscana, which is 
actually an even better sandwich than the 
meatball. It’s what chef Sharron Barsh- 
ishat considers his signature panino—a 
masterpiece of porchetta, roasted pota¬ 
toes, arugula and lemon aioli that’s stuffed 
flat and tight between two planks of 
ciabatta bread toasted so well its crunch 
is audible from across town. But the Tos¬ 
cana is all about the pig. I’ve never tasted a 
more decadently fatty pork sandwich, and 
I’ve eaten Momofuku’s fabled pork-belly 
buns in New York. 


But as beautifully rich as his slices of 
roast hog are, everything in Barshishat’s 
sandwich is in balance. He has care¬ 
fully thought through what should and 
shouldn’t be paired with the pork. Pep¬ 
pery arugula? Those steamy wedges of 
potatoes? Garlicy aioli? Yes to all. Cheese? 
Never. One time, when he was at Panino - 
teca’s previous location, someone asked 
him to add mozzarella to the sandwich. 
Barshishat declined politely. “There 
should be no cheese on a porchetta what¬ 
soever,” he later told us in an interview. 

Other substitutions are also discouraged. 
It’s best to trust Barshishat, who studied at 
Cordon Bleu in Pasadena and worked for 
Mario Batali, to know which of his ingredi¬ 
ents goes well together. The excellent roast 
turkey sandwich’s cranberry pesto and 
pickled red onions, for instance, work for 
this sandwich but probably only this sand¬ 
wich. About the only thing you can and 
want to customize is whether you want 
meatballs or chicken added to his spaghetti 
pomodoro—and of course, you should 
always opt for the meatballs. 

The pastas, by the way, are new to Pani¬ 
noteca Maggio. Barshishat added them to 
the menu when he moved his shop from 
that supply closet of a cafe at City Place to 
this gorgeous space just around the corner 
from Little Sparrow. As of this writing, 

I’ve tried all of the pastas except one, and 
they’re just as great as the sandwiches. 

The marinara that coats the spaghetti has 
just the right amount of tanginess. I could 
eat the penne di salsiccia, with its crum¬ 
bles of homemade Italian sausage, week 
after week without ever tiring of it. And 
I have a theory that just a spoonful of the 


meaty, slow-cooked, red-wine ragu from 
his fusilli bolognese can cure whatever 
troubles your soul. 

You should also come for his high- 
octane espresso and whatever soup he 
decided to make that day. Of the latter, 
you’ll be lucky if it’s the one he simply 
calls vegetable soup. Perfumed with herbs 
and chock-full of beans and potatoes, it 
was practically a stew—a one-pot meal a 
mother would make for her brood. And 
then there are the sides, especially the 
delicately breaded and fried cauliflower 
drenched in Frank’s Buffalo Wing Sauce 
and served with a thimble of blue cheese 
dressing, as well as the arancini, fried 
risotto balls that are perhaps the best 
non-pasta, non-panino item of all—crispy 
golden brown on the outside, creamy and 
cheesy on the inside. 

The only problem I have with Panino¬ 
teca Maggio is its unpredictable hours. It’s 
not open for dinner most of the week. And 
when I went one Friday night it was sup¬ 
posed to be open, it wasn’t. The next day 
during lunch, I overheard Barshishat tell 
a customer who had a similar complaint 
that he’s looking to hire more people so he 
can expand the hours. And that’s good— 
because Cortina’s can’t be the only place to 
get a good meatball sandwich after 5 p.m.

A t first glance, Urban Cactus in Orange 
resembles a Chipotle clone as imag¬ 
ined by a fresa: the streamlined look; the 
emphasis on fresh, organic, "healthy" 
ingredients; bowls; cilantro-spiked rice; a 
minimalist menu. Then there are the alta 
cocina aspirations: buffalo picadillo! Sal- 
sas in squeeze bottles! Prepackaged arroz 
con leche! And that name—seeing its sign 
hanging from a newish shopping plaza off 
the 5 freeway, you don't know whether 
Urban Cactus is an art gallery, clothing 
store or some overpriced hipster haven. 

But as with anything involving Mexicans, 
you have to move past the stereotypes. Fact 
is, Urban Cactus is magnificent, a place that 
does reach for loftier heights than your run- 
of-the-mill taquerias— and why shouldn't 
Mexis aim up instead of atone another? It's 
paisa to its soul. I've never seen any restau¬ 
rant in OC, for instance, that lists a burrito 
de nopales on its regular menu, yet here it 
is: unapologetic strips of cactus, cooked so 
they imbue their wonderful vegetal essence. 
Here also is a taco de queso de rajas, some¬ 
thing all mamis cook around the Lenten 
season, but that rarely pops up in taquerfas. 
All the meats are marinated so you can 
close your eyes and imagine grilling them 
with losprimosm Montebello on a Sunday 
afternoon. And for dessert, the prepackaged 
arroz con leche is perfect: not too sweet— 
barely sweet at all, actually—but becoming 
more and more addictive until you find the 
hefty serving gone within minutes. 

I do have a few quibbles. The romaine 
lettuce in the burritos is just empty rough- 
age to placate workers from the nearby UCI 
Medical Center into thinking they're eating 
wraps; the corn tortillas, while made with 
good-tasting masa, always seem to need 
a couple of more minutes on the comal 
to cook completely. And given this is sup¬ 
posed to be a health-focused restaurant, 
Urban Cactus should've gone exclusively 
with aguas frescas instead of Mexican 
Coke and Jarritos, as iconic as those sodas 
may be. But those are easy fixes; Urban 
Cactus can now stand in the same pan¬ 
theon as Taco Maria, Anepalco's and Soho 
Taco as the chingoneswho are changing 
what it means to eat Mexican in la naranja. 
Now, gimme another burrito de nopales!

"...there is little doubt that 2011 produced 
some stunning vintage ports, into which 
more effort and skill has gone than any oth¬ 
er previous vintage in the Douro. And I find 
it impossible to think of any other wine re¬ 
gion, anywhere in the world, that produced 
better wines." This is not port but had the 
same weather that all of Douro had. 

The nose : dark and red fruits, vibrant 
spice, beef jerky, cocoa, floral perfume. 
Ripe red plum in nose/palate. The palate : 
sweet, ripe red fruits, silky tannins. Great 
warm-weather red- not too big in body/acid¬ 
ity, perfect for bbqs and light summer fare.

W hen the Downtown Santa 
Ana Farmers’ Market 
opens Thursday after¬ 
noon, as it does every 
Thursday, be there at 4 p.m. More spe¬ 
cifically, be beside the basket of BREAD 
Artisan Bakery that’s holding the cheese 
rolls. Do not be any later than 3:59—DO 
NOT If you do, best of luck—actually, 
shame on you because, by then, the 
hordes would’ve probably already cleared 
out BREAD’S breakout star. 

Eaten at room temperature, the 
rolls are spectacular: cheese splotches 
reduced to cracklins, bread as fluffy 
as cotton candy inside, with jalapenos 
judiciously placed throughout. But put 
them in the oven for just a bit, and these 
cheese rolls transform into the divine. 

A sheen of cheese melts out of its fried 
prison to impart a comforting Cheddar 
taste. The bread bubbles inside steam 
up just the tiniest bit, adding warmth

Sangria Sampler at Lazy 
Dog Cafe 

T here are already a few OC restaurants 
that let you bring a dog. But the Lazy 
Dog chain pretty much invites your pooch 
to come along. You have to sit outside, of 
course, with the other pet parents, but the 
patio is exactly the place you want to dine 
at Lazy Dog when these hot days turn into 
warm evenings. For a nominal fee, there's 
even a menu for Fido: either burger or 
chicken, served with brown rice.

Something sum¬ 
mery, something refreshing over ice that 
you can sip slowly as the breeze cools the 
back of your neck.

CUSTOM MODIFIED 

Clouds 

Customization is one of the key elements 
to vaping. There are plenty of different 
types of devices out there, including 
custom mods that are customized by the 
user for a particular outcome. Along with 
that, there are a ton of flavored e-liquids, 
including tobacco flavors, mints, fruit 
flavors and more. Some users vape for the 
flavor, and some vape for the clouds. 

Referred to as "cloud chasers", this 
group of users vape with the intention 
of creating huge clouds of smoke with 
their devices. The customization process 
used by cloud chasers varies, but for the 
most part it includes heating the battery 
to a very high heat. Unfortunately, when 
negligent or inexperienced users attempt 
cloud chasing, device failures and serious 
accidents can occur including overheating, 
melting and in extreme cases, explosion. 
Therefore, it is strongly advised that new 
e-smokers learn mods through a shop, 
such as Local Vape (in Costa Mesa) instead 
of manually altering a device with no 
experience. Even experienced vapers who 
have thorough understanding of batteries 
and the load capacity of a device's battery 
are still cautious due to the accidents that 
can occur if not performed correctly. 

Fortunately, modification isn't the only 
way to get big vapor out your device. If 
you are looking to increase your vapor 
and make some bigger clouds, here are a 
couple alternatives for you to try: 

VG Ratio - Users who want to increase 
vapor production without modification can 
custom mix their e-liquid with a higher 
percentage of vegetable glycerin (VG). 
While PG gives a stronger "throat hit", VG 
captures the moisture from the air a bit 
better than PG, therefore creating larger 
clouds of smoke. The more VG in your 
e-liquid, the bigger the cloud you'll make. 

One thing to keep in mind, however, 
is that VG does not hold flavor as well 
as PG, therefore you might lose a bit of 
taste. Customization is all about choices: 
would you rather skimp a little on flavor to 
produce bigger clouds? Or skimp a little on 
clouds to enjoy bigger flavor? 

Coils - Using a device that has a lower 
ohm coil is also a way to increase your 
clouds. Coils with lower ohms get hotter 
quicker because they have lower ohms. 
This makes the e-liquid burn faster, which 
gives you more of the vapor output. 

A thing to keep in mind with this 
technique, however, is that since the 
e-liquid burns faster, a user will run out 
of e-liquid faster. So if you're on a budget, 
this might not be the best option for you. 
Regardless of your intention for vaping, 
there's always a custom mod for it. If you 
haven't yet, try cloud chasing. Go ahead, 
be a dragon.

Moving Violators 

Vin Diesel and Co. are faster, furiouser—and they’ll make you cry

Y ou may, like me, have seen all 
of the Fast and Furious mov¬ 
ies, and you may, like me, have 
enjoyed most or many of them. 
You may also, like me, have a hard time 
remembering exactly what happened 
in each film. You needn’t worry. The 
franchise’s Wikipedia page is filled with 
bare-bones yet surprisingly descriptive 
sentences such as these: “Roman manages 
to anchor his car to the tank, which Brian 
then pushes over a bridge, flipping the 
tank.” Ah, yes—the old “anchoring the car 
to the tank, and then pushing it over the 
bridge” trick, from 2013’s Fast 8t Furious 6. 
How quickly we forget! Could anything in 
any subsequent Fast and Furious movie- 
say, Furious 7—ever top it? 

The good news is that Furious 7 offers 
more—and more, and yet more—of the 
same. The series prides itself on scaling 
grander heights of craziness each time, 
and that’s part of what fans love about 
it: The 1,001 instances of shock-absorber 
abuse in Furious 7 include, but are not 
limited to, pinwheel turns executed inside 
an Abu Dhabi skyscraper (by a car with¬ 
out brakes, no less) and a rather sweet ode 
to one of the series’ great grandpappies, 
The Italian Job, in which a long, squar¬ 
ish buslike vehicle (which is not actually 
a bus) perches delicately on the brink of 
oblivion, almost taking with it one of the 
series’ central characters, the late Paul 
Walker’s Brian O’Conner. 

Dizzying stuff happens in Furious 7, 


and there are probably more instances of 
airborne cars than in any other movie in 
the series. (This is the only modern movie 
franchise that owes a serious debt to 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang.) There’s some¬ 
thing marvelously freeing about watching 
objects that were meant to hug the road 
soar through the heavens. Plus, these brief 
moments of floating freedom are a respite 
from the film’s predictably A.D.D.-choppy 
editing, a hallmark, sadly, of nearly all 
action movies today. 

Yet the pace of Furious 7, even for those 
who prefer their movies slow and calm, 
is so aggressively frenetic it might lull 
you into a sort of Zen state, as it did me. 

A picture can move only so fast before it 
starts to drift backward, and before long, 
Furious 7’s numerous swervings, crashes 
and explosions started to blur into some¬ 
thing like a spa bath. As with its forebears, 
this movie—directed by junior horror 
kingpin James Wan ( The Conjuring), tak¬ 
ing the gearshift from Justin Lin (direc¬ 
tor of movies three through six)—has a 
characteristically throwaway plot, with a 
few new faces thrown in. Jason Statham 
swaggers around as Deckard Shaw, a nasty 
British special-ops guy out to avenge the 
death of his brother, vanquished in the 
last movie. A Fast and Furious picture 
always needs an extra stone fox or two, 
and flirty-flinty Nathalie Emmanuel plays 
one here. (Her character is a hot hacker.) 

A suave, suit-wearing Kurt Russell pops in 
from nowhere—his entrance is one of the 


movie’s grandest, most pleasurable jokes— 
to reassemble Brian O’Conner’s old gang 
for, you know, one last job. 

But this Furious is more poignant than 
any other action movie in modern memory 
for the simple reason that this really will be 
Brian’s one last job. Walker was killed in a 
car crash in November 2013, during a break 
from filming Furious 7, and his presence 
in the finished film is palpable, despite the 
fact that Wan had to use doubles (includ¬ 
ing Walker’s two younger brothers) to 
complete the shoot. And no matter how 
zany and over-the-top the action details 
get, the series’ core characters—introduced 
in that first exhilarating surprise hit, The 
Fast and the Furious, made 14 years ago— 
have always been its lifeblood. 

Most of those characters—the ones who 
haven’t been killed off, at least—are here: 
One of the franchise’s more recent addi¬ 
tions, Dwayne Johnson’s Agent Hobbs, has 
a marvelous moment in which he wields 
a gigantic automatic weapon—with those 
meaty arms, he handles it as daintily as if 
it were a leaf blower. Vin Diesel’s Dominic 
Toretto is back, too, of course: In his trade¬ 
mark white waffle-knit shirt, he resembles 
a hip Mr. Clean. Michelle Rodriguez’s 
amnesiac Letty, Ludacris’ brainy-silly Tej 
and lyrese Gibson’s charming grandstander 
Roman remember things, make wisecracks 
and try to run the show, respectively. 

For all the full-throttle dazzle of Furi¬ 
ous 7, the best scenes are the quietest ones, 
in which these characters make observa¬ 


tions about love, life and family that would 
seem overcooked in any other movie. In 
a tense moment, when Statham’s villain¬ 
ous Shaw tries to foist that old “the enemy 
of my enemy is my friend” bromide on 
Toretto, the latter responds, with Diese- 
licious calmness, “I don’t have friends. 

I have family.” Furious 7 is mostly, as it 
should be, Diesel’s show. His deep affec¬ 
tion for his late co-star—whom he calls, 
both on- and off-screen, his brother—has 
always been there in his eyes, and it seems 
to burn even warmer now. 

I confess I’d always thought of Walker 
as a dull actor, but I see now that he was 
simply one of those performers whose 
presence—a handsome blond depend¬ 
ability-changes and enhances the color 
of the movie around him. That’s no small 
thing. The ending of Furious 7, one of the 
most straightforward and yet most touch¬ 
ing final shots I’ve seen at the movies in 
years, is a kind of benediction. “Things are 
going to be different now,” Toretto says, as 
Furious 7 coasts to a gentle stop. Because 
no matter how fast or how slow you drive, 
the scenery around you is always subject 
to change.

CHAPPIE Since his debut, Districts Neill 
Blomkamp has shown he knows where 
he stands in the division between man 
and machine: He's sided against Homo 
sapienstor being judgmental and cruel. 
His sci-fi flicks are thick with emotion, 
as though Rutger Hauer's dying replicant 
put down the white dove and picked up 
a camera. In Chappie he creates a robot 
martyr. Shot in the heart—er, battery—in 
the line of duty, Chappie's innards have 
fused, leaving him only enough charge 
for five days of use. His corporate maker 
Deon (Dev Patel) rescues him from the 
scrap heap and implants an experimental 
conscience chip, turning the hot into a 
newborn who has to relearn everything. 
Deon must fight for custody against a 
trio of thugs who want to use Chappie's 
brawn to pull off a multimillion-dollar 
heist. And worse, Chappie's decided two 
of them (Die Antwoord's Yo-Landi Visser 
and Ninja, acting underthose names) are 
his mommy and daddy. Blomkamp and 
co-writer Terri Tatchell's script solders 
RoboCop onto Three Men and a Baby and 
sets the proceedings in a demented aban¬ 
doned-building nursery/bootcamp where 
the guns, bricks, and punching bags are 
all innocent pastels. After a cloying early 
stretch, Ninja toughens up his robot by 
exposing him to the worst of humanity. 


The plot is silly, the gears are loud, and 
good actors like Hugh Jackman and 
Sigourney Weaver are simply set loose to 
chew the scenery. But the sci-fi purists 
who will roll their eyes at it and go home 
and rewind their Verhoeven would have 
ranked Chappie as a classic if they'd seen 
it at the right emotionally scarring young 
age. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

GET HARD Get Hard, Etan Cohen's comedy 
about a white stockbroker who hires a 
black man to prepare him for a ten-year 
stretch in San Quentin, is like a spoon 
that's almost-but-not-yet sharpened into a 
shiv. With just a little more effort, it could 
kill. The comedy isn't hunting Will Ferrell's 
ultra-rich James King, but another target: 
the privilege he represents. Like the tight- 
fisted conservatives in Congress, Ferrell's 
Harvard-educated silver-spooner is so 
blind to his own privilege that when his 
boss and father-in-law (Craig T. Nelson) 
brags about founding their agency with 
only "me, my computer, and an $8 mil¬ 
lion loan from my father," he applauds. 
Ferrell's idiocy doesn't work. But his 
decency does. Instead of playing King 
like a callous corporate villain, he's a 
well-meaning sap who sincerely believes 
he's a good person—or, at least, certainly 
not a bigot. Mistaking car-washer Darnell 
(Kevin Hart) for a carjacker, he can't 
admit that it was because he's black, 
swearing that he'd have reacted the same 
if he were "rich or poor or white or... 
miscellaneous." Still, King is willing to pay 
Darnell $30,000 to teach him to act tough. 
The extra twist is that King can't tell that 
Darnell is a straight-arrow nerd. Darnell's 
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wife (Edwina Findley Dickerson) is sure 
King will see through his thug act. But 
Darnell simply puts on a black skullcap 
and lets cultural assumptions take care of 
the rest. As befits their characters, Hart 
acts like a normal human, and Ferrell a 
cartoon. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

A GIRL LIKE HER Amy S. Weber's heart- 
wrenching A Girl Like Her begins by solv¬ 
ing one mystery while posing another. As 
teenager Jessica (Lexi Ainsworth) tries on 
a spy camera that records from a seem¬ 
ingly impossible p.o.v. angle, the scene is 
intercut with footage from that same cam¬ 
era a year later as she takes an overdose 
of prescription hydrocodone. Ostensibly 
shooting a documentary about Jessica's 
high school's awesomeness, filmmaker 
Amy Gallagher (played by director 
Weber) begins investigating why Jessica 
attempted suicide, leading her to investi¬ 
gate popular girl Avery (Hunter King), who 
reportedly bullied Jessica. A Girl Like Her 
uses up-to-the-nanosecond technologies 
and storytelling methods to convey age- 
old messages about the cycle of violence 
and bullying—the strong have always 
preyed on the meek, but there's often a 
bigger bully behind the scenes—without 
taking the fashionable route of suggesting 
that those technologies have changed 
human nature for the worse. Indeed, 
devices that were once farfetched in 
Bond films are crucial to the plot in a 
good way, and A Girl Like Her focuses on 
the characters' emotional traumas while 
eschewing moral panic about how Kids 
These Days are so wrapped up in their 
phones and the internet. And speaking 
of moral panic, to maintain a PG-13, the 
word "fuck" is bleeped out, but "shit" is 
not. Thanks for protecting teenagers from 
how they really speak, MPAA! (PG-13) 
Sherilyn Connelly. Countywide. 

THE GUNMAN Sometimes Sean Penn's 
face is enough to anchor The Gunman, 
the ambitious and only partially success¬ 
ful action thriller from Men director 
Pierre Morel. Penn's character, soldier- 
turned-mercenary Jeff Terrier (that sur¬ 
name tells you a lot), is both a lover and a 
fighter, capable of both intense lovesick¬ 
ness and high-and-mighty moral stan¬ 
dards. As the movie opens, Terrier is sta¬ 
tioned in the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo circa 2006, a time of devastating 
national strife following years of civil war. 
He's a former special-ops guy assigned to 
protect a group of NGO workers, among 
them comely doctor Annie (Italian actress 
Jasmine Trinca), with whom he's romanti¬ 
cally involved—they nuzzle each other at 
the communal dinner table, as Terrier's 
bossy colleague Felix (a dyspeptic-looking 
Javier Bardem) slinks around jealously. 
Terrier may look like someone who really 
cares, but it becomes clear early on that 
he's accepted a not-so-selfless mission. 
Fast-forward eight years: He's a changed 
man, now doing humanitarian aid in the 
Congo himself, but he's also lost his lady 
love, and worse yet, someone is trying 
to kill him. In his search for answers, he 
trots the globe, frequently removing his 
shirt so we can see how trim and finely 
sculpted his torso is: If Penn's got the 
face of a guy who survives whatever 
comes his way, his body is definitely 
the sort of thing you have to work for. 
Penn's vanity—both in the way he shows 
off his bod and in the way he drives 
home the nobility of the once-wayward 
Terrier—is either the most deeply annoy¬ 
ing thing about The Gunman(FI) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 
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HOME There's much to recommend Home, 
DreamWorks' animated adventure about 
a winsome polychrome alien trying to 
make a place for himself on Earth, but 
only because it offers so many vague 
teachable moments that you're bound to 
find something you approve of. Hoping 
to expose your tot to jumbled, diffuse 
anti-gentrification, anti-colonialist, 
anti-fascist messages? Home's got 'em. 
But if director Tim Johnson—adapting 
Adam Rex's book The True Meaning of 
Smekday— can't do much with the story's 
confused, if well-intentioned, agenda, 
at least he's got some charming, vivid 
characters to work with. Chief among 
them is Gratuity "Tip" Tucci (voiced by 
Rihanna), a little girl from Barbados who, 
after struggling to make a new home with 
her mom in an American city that looks 
something like Philadelphia, is displaced 
yet again when a bunch of cute, tubby 
aliens invade Earth and corral its humans 
into cheerful-looking but obviously 
undesirable housing projects in Australia. 
Actually, I can't believe I just sat through 
a movie with that plot, though it all sounds 
much scarier than it is, which is part of 
the problem: The horror of what these 
little invaders—called Boovs—actually 
do is so muted, for the tykes' sake, that it 
hardly seems villainous at all. Then again, 
we're supposed to be invested mostly in 
the plight of our googly-eyed Boov hero, 
a misfit named Oh (Jim Parsons), whose 
stilted English and misuse of prepositions 
ensure many moments of mild hilarity. If 
your planet has to be stolen by aliens, 
they may as well be adorable ones. (PG) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

INSURGENT We're two films in to the 
kiddie-dystopia D/Vergenffranchise, and 
Tris (Shailene Woodley) continues to 
flail against a post-apocalyptic city-state 
where all residents are divided into one 
of five biologically based clans: Amity, 
Abnegation, Dauntless, Candor, and 
Erudite. Outside of the system, there's a 
sixth class made up of the homeless and a 
seventh, furtive faction who register posi¬ 
tive for the traits of all five tribes, classify¬ 
ing them as Divergent. The nicest thing 
you can say about sequel Insurgents that 
no one involved in the making of it would 
test positive for the intelligent Erudites. 

But then original novelist Veronica Roth 
has, perhaps out of spite, reframed smart 
as evil. Headed by the wicked Jeanine 
(Kate Winslet), the Erudites launch a 
witch-hunt to ID and ghettoize—or 
worse—every hidden Divergent, including 
Tris, as she believes they're responsible 
for the nuclear war that wiped out all 
life outside the city's gates. Eventually, 
the plot throws up its hands. Terrible 
Things happen that threaten to destroy 
everything, but later, these fears are tidily 
resolved off-screen or proven not to be 
threats at all. One character has a change 
of heart that leads to a twist—which 
winds up changing absolutely nothing. 
Insurgents script refuses to let Tris show 
any of the positive traits her character 
supposedly possesses, especially intelli¬ 
gence. She simply charges ahead toward 
every telegraphed trap like a bull chas¬ 
ing a cape. "Meathead" characters like 
Dauntless Peter (Miles Teller) outwit her 
time after time, finally tsk-tsking—pos¬ 
sibly on behalf of the viewer—"I knew 
you were dumb, but..." (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

IT FOLLOWS Forget Dracula and Freddie 
Kruger. In writer/director David Robert 
Mitchell's It Follows, the killer is as generic 


as death, the universal murderer. The mon¬ 
ster can look like anyone: an old woman, 
a child, your mom. And instead of cackling 
quips or toying with blades, it simply paces 
toward you, as silent and slow as a lion, 
until it's close enough to pounce. Flee to 
Kansas and it will pad behind in pursuit. A 
child fears the boogeyman under the bed. 
Grown-ups wake up terrified of nightmares 
like this—they know that in some form, 
an assassin will slay us all and there's no 
escape. Mitchell has made a teen slasher 
for adults. The sacrificial flesh is young, 
but the horrors are for the barely legal and 
above, as the stalker is transmitted by sex. 
Sleep with the wrong partner, as 19-year- 
old Jay (Maika Monroe, the square¬ 
shouldered blonde of last summer's 
excellent The Guest} discovers, and death 
passes from her date to her. Jay's choices 
are dire: die, or kill her own conscience by 
seducing the next victim. It Follows crams 
big ideas into a thin, but stylish thriller that 
shares the visual tics of this new breed of 
low budget, high ambition horror. There's 
a way-cool synth soundtrack, curiously 
dated set design (our heroine still watches 
a TV with rabbit ears), several gorgeous 
tracking shots, and pounds of atmospheric 
pressure. At times, the film moves so slow 
it feels drugged. But just when boredom 
sets in, a figure moves in the distance 
and alarm bells sound all over again. The 
most fun will be in dissecting it afterwards. 
Film school professors, look forward 
to a decade of term papers. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 


RUN ALL NIGHT Jaume Collet-Serra's 
Run All Night, a shoot-'em-up about an 
out-to-pasture hit man desperate to keep 
his boss and best friend from whacking 
his son, is humid with testosterone. Weary 
killer Jimmy the Gravedigger is played by 
62-year-old Liam Neeson, Collet-Serra's 
muse, both men still enjoying the after¬ 
glow of 2008's Taken. Look into Neeson's 
eyes and know, even if the dialogue can't 
quite express it, that this man understands 
death. His Jimmy finds some comfort in 
his friend Shawn (Ed Harris), a rich crook 
attempting to go straight. But thanks to 
a too-coincidental collision between 
Jimmy's son Michael (Joel Kinnaman), 
Shawn's son Danny (Boyd Holbrook), and 
a couple Albanian heroin dealers, the two 
old lions are forced to hunt each other to 


defend their families. Collet-Serra is so 
excited to unleash Neeson that the film 
spins itself silly with swooping zooms and 
portentous lightning claps. They're the 
directorial flourishes of a guy who wants 
to impress. But flagrant CGI doesn't quite 
fit a story as musty as this—it's the equiv¬ 
alent of a shoe salesman swaggering into 
a nightclub with a backwards cap. It all 
works for a while because Neeson has 
hooked us on his character's woes. We 
care about this defeated man, even as we 
agree that his only value is as a human 
shield. In an early phone call, Shawn 
warns Jimmy, "You know how this has to 
end." He does, and so do we. The only 
questions are whether he'll be able to die 
on his own terms, and if he deserves to.

Cell Phones and Cheeseballs 


Two plays at STAGEStheatre deal with the human comedy that is life

S arah Ruhl’s Dead Man’s Cell 
Phone and David and Amy 
Sedaris’ The Book of Liz feel as 
different as lobster bisque does 
from a breakfast burrito. The first is a 
time-, space- and form-bending comedy 
with poignant, poetic accents, while the 
latter is a gleefully light, snarky comedy 
dealing mostly with cheeseballs. Yet both 
shows, currently running at STAGESthe¬ 
atre, share a similar concern: human con¬ 
nection and how the social constructs we 
create to communicate have a decidedly 
uncommunicative flip side. 

As the title indicates, a dead guy’s cell 
phone is the MacGuffin of Ruhl’s 2006 
play. Jean (Kerri Hellmuth) is draining the 
last bit of lobster bisque from her bowl as 
a cell phone begins to ring. Flustered, she 
approaches a neighboring table, only to 
realize the man who owns the phone has 
keeled over. She calls 911, sits with him, and 
then decides to claim the phone as hers. 

That leads her into meeting the dead 
man’s family: his overbearing mother 
(Kimberly Wooldridge), icy mistress 
(Katelyn Schiller), scorned wife (Jennifer 
Pearce) and kindly young brother (Wesley 
Chavez). It also leads her to discover the 
grisly reality of what said dead guy, Gor¬ 
don Gottlieb (a sinister and ghoulish Keith 
Bush), actually did, which then results 
in their meeting in some weird afterlife, 
parallel-dimension reality. 

Ruhl’s play is intentionally vague. We 
know nothing about Jean’s backstory or 
what motivates her to claim Gordon’s 
phone. And there is a reason for that. 

As Jean alludes to several times in Dead 
Man’s Cell Phone, ubiquitous electronic 
devices mean we are always plugged in, 
yet still completely alone. We’re all con¬ 
nected, but only ethereally. Though we 
have the universe at our fingertips, it 
bring us no closer to knowing the person 
standing next to us or even ourselves. 

That vagueness works in Ruhl’s play 
because she is such a talented, poetic 
writer. But it’s something any production 
must deal with. And this one, directed by 
Brian Johnson, doesn’t fully meet that 
challenge. Because Jean’s motivation isn’t 
explained in the dialogue, it’s up to the 
production to give the audience some¬ 
thing to go on regarding her obsession 
with Gordon’s cell phone. Otherwise, she 
comes off as creepy. She’s basically steal¬ 
ing a dead guy’s phone. There isn’t enough 
in Jean’s initial encounter with Gordon’s 
corpse to key that motivation for the audi¬ 
ence (in Ruhl’s stage direction, Jean falls 
in love with Gordon’s gaze, which seems 
as if he is “transfigured, as though he was 
just looking at something he found emi¬ 


nently beautiful”). Without that founda¬ 
tion, the rest of what transpires happens 
on shaky ground. 

That’s about the only misstep in this 
production, which is both funny and 
touching. Hellmuth grows as Dead Man’s 
Cell Phone continues, and Pearce is hilari¬ 
ous in a drunken scene in which the wife 
recounts her sexual fantasizing—she pre¬ 
tended she was someone else with her hus¬ 
band. Director Johnson and set designer 
Jon Gaw’s use of projections on the back 
wall is also excellent, both opening up the 
stage and adding a visual adornment to 
what’s happening. All too often, techno¬ 
logical elements overpower or obscure the 
work onstage; here, they illuminate it. 

The Book of Liz takes a different 
approach to loneliness. The characters 
living in a “Squeamish” community are 
as technologically savvy as the Amish. All 
they have are one another and, of course, 
the Lord. But chained to their dogma, 
the result is formal hierarchy and brain- 
addled gossip. Cheeseball-making Sister 
Elizabeth Donderstock (a sparkling Jen- 
elle Smith) grows frustrated with the lack 
of genuine connection and free thinking, 
so she flees to the real world, where she 
flourishes as an employee at a Pilgrim- 
themed greasy spoon. Yet even there, she 
encounters dogma; this time, it doesn’t 
stem from the Bible, but from Bill W.’s Big 
Book. Finding corporate bureaucracy as 


stifling as the Squeamish’s archaic social 
system, she once again feels overlooked 
and bound by constraints. 

Director Christopher Spencer knows the 
best way to stage an intentionally goofy play 
is to mine the funny, and he and his excel¬ 
lent cast do just that (Terri Mowrey shines 
in a variety of ridiculous over-the-top roles, 
and Matt DeNoto and Ryan Shogren also 
display versatility in multiple roles). 

Both of these are comedies and 
although their journeys are far different, 
both end on a positive, uplifting note. And 
while Ruhl’s play does far more poetically 
and satisfyingly, each addresses the threat 
to individuality presented by over-reliance 
on something else out there, whether 
that platform is digital, metaphysical or 
secular. Whether the object of devotion 
is technology, God or the 12 Steps, the 
moment our blind faith in anything gets 
in the way of knowing ourselves or empa¬ 
thizing with others, it might be time for a 
big reality check. 

P.S: Though it’s not mentioned in either 
play, Scientology sucks.

Loving His Shit Job 


Tim Hendricks of Classic Tattoo doesn’t romanticize 

his beloved industry 


A sk a handful of OC’s tattooers 
who their favorite OC-based 
tattooers are, and at least one 
of them (more likely three) 
will tell you about Tim Hendricks. 

The iconic tattoo artist and current owner 
of Fullerton’s historic Classic Tattoo is 
known from his time on TV’s Miami Ink and 
NY Ink, as well as for the designs he created 
in a collaboration with Hurley, but it’s his 
combination of a traditional tattoo style with 
strong black-and-gray shading that makes 
his work stand out. However, if you ask Hen¬ 
dricks, he’ll tell you he doesn’t have a specific 
style because being a professional means 
being able to do a wide variety of tattoos. 

“Tattooers are way too entitled these days,” 
Hendricks says. “Everybody has a ‘style,’ but 
what if watercolor tattoos or whatever your 
‘style’ is isn’t popular anymore in five years? 
Tattooers think that tattooing is way more 
glamorous than it is, but being a famous tat- 
tooer is really like being the king turd on shit 
mountain. Television glorifies it, but it’s really 
just a shit job; it’s back-breaking work.” 

Don’t take his words the wrong way: 
Hendricks loves tattooing. He’s seen the art 
form and the industry from just about every 
angle over his 23-year career, but that does 
include the (quite literally) back-breaking 
side of it as well. Hendricks recently trav¬ 
eled to Germany to have surgery on his back. 

Hendricks’ career began by tattooing the 
“punk-rock kids and Hispanic gangsters” 
in his neighborhood when he was grow¬ 
ing up, but when he learned that a friend’s 
dad sold tattoo machines, he really found 
out what old-school tattooing was like. 
“She gave me an address in Long Beach: 

22 Chestnut Place. It was [tattooing leg¬ 
end] Bert Grimm’s place,” Hendricks says. 
“I didn’t know it at the time, but the guy 
who sold me that machine was [legendary 
tattooer] Rick Walters. That’s why I say 
tattooing found me; I didn’t find tattooing.” 

Hendricks had never used a professional 
machine before, so Walters showed him 
how to use it by painfully tattooing Hen¬ 
dricks’ name onto his hand without using 
any ink. “After that, I tattooed everyone who

would let me,” Hendricks says. “I’d strug¬ 
gled so much with a homemade machine, 
the professional machine was easy.” 

OC WEEKLY; How has tattooing changed 
since you started? 

TIM HENDRICKS: Here’s one thing most peo¬ 
ple don’t realize. We used to have to learn 
to use film to take photos of our tattoos. You 
had to buy the film, unload a roll on each 
tattoo, maybe two tattoos at the most. You 
used to have to go through the negatives 
to find the best ones, and then put them in 
envelopes to send to other tattooers. Then 
you’d wait for the other tattooers to, hope¬ 
fully, send you an envelope back with their 
work, but that didn’t always happen. That’s 
how I would learn from tattooers. 

Now, I can pull my phone out of my 
pocket, take the photo, put a filter on it, and 
share it with the entire world in seconds. 

In my little bit of free time, I can scroll 
through my Instagram and see tattoos that 
were done in the past few hours by hun¬ 
dreds of tattooers from all over the world. 

I wouldn’t be able to appreciate that if I 
hadn’t learned from film, and I still pho¬ 
tograph in film, along with my iPhone. To 
adapt doesn’t mean you have to let go or 
lose integrity. Mid- and old-school tattoo¬ 
ers laugh about it sometimes because they 
totally forgot how long the process was. 
These days, Instagram, Twitter and web¬ 
sites are the most powerful tools to market, 
but I still believe you should have an actual, 
tangible portfolio, even if it’s just files you 
uploaded and printed into a book from 
your Instagram.

Style Cool Enough to Steal 

Cutlass’ band-inspired beachwear has people banging down the door

O n a recent weekday morning, 
local graphic designer Dean 
Bradley arrived to his brand- 
new clothing shop to find 
his front glass door almost completely 
destroyed. Almost. The would-be burglars 
who tried to break in during the wee 
hours of the morning failed to shatter the 
glass to get inside. Instead, crystal spider¬ 
webs radiated from the points where ham¬ 
mers had smashed into the doors, waking 
the neighbors, who scared them off. 

Though it’s tucked away in a small 
storefront just off the coast of the sun- 
soaked Newport Beach peninsula, it 
appears that Cutlass Clothing makes 
clothes good enough to locate and steal— 
or at least try to. 

“We posted a photo of the door on 
Facebook and said, ‘The new Cutlass 
line is so hot people are trying to break 
down the door,”’ Bradley says. “Seri¬ 
ously, though, those dudes must’ve really 
wanted our T-shirts.” 

The odd good fortune of a company 
making noise for putting out clothes 
touted by the rowdy reggae/rock scene, 
blue-collar surf bums and sunburned 
tradesmen is just part of what makes 
Cutlass stand out in an industry mar¬ 
keting to wannabe pro surfers and 
tanned Adonises, with high-profile 
brands including Hurley, PacSun and 
RVCA. With themes such as “local 
legends” and “custom exotic,” Cutlass’ 
advertising is designed to appeal not 
only to local big-timers such as the 
Dirty Heads, Seedless and Slightly 
Stoopid (all of whom sport its shirts 
onstage), but also to working-class 
beach rats with artistic flare and a 
conscious desire to lift a middle finger 


to what the rest of the world views as 
beach culture. 

“I’m trying to make this the everyday 
Southern California lifestyle brand. But 
it’s not about having the dudes who are 
in the limelight or the No. 1 surfer on the 
team,” Bradley says. “It’s about the guys 
who are going for it for their own true 
passions and the true beach culture that 
exists around here.” 

Founded this year, Cutlass opened 
a small flagship store. Designs for the 
clothes were born out of a love for ele¬ 
ments of American traditional tattoos, 
’70s skateboard culture and the sweaty 
tropical regions of the world. They com¬ 
bine bold colors and wild animals with 
hot rods and pirate ships. These are all 
things swimming around in the mind of 
Bradley, who got his start working for 
the big boys at Hurley a decade and a half 
ago. After leaving and co-founding his 
first company, Atwater Clothing, Bradley 
got a taste of success, with his homespun 
clothing brand finding its way into every 
nook of OC fashion—on display at bou¬ 
tique surf shops and Nordstrom alike. It 
even earned Breakthrough Brand of the 
Year from the Surf Industry Manufactur¬ 
ers Association in 2009. 


Unfortunately, when the business 
went under because of a toxic dispute 
with a sourcing partner for his materials, 
Bradley had to start over again. He went 
to work for LOST clothing, and then the 
East Coast-based company Ergo, whose 
local outpost happened to be next to the 
famous 17th Street Recording Studio 
in Costa Mesa, where bands including 
Slightly Stoopid, the Dirty Heads and 
Seedless were recording. 

“I had a real tight affiliation with this 
California reggae/rock scene from back 
in the day,” Bradley says. “From the time 
the Sublime thing ended to when Slightly 
Stoopid were just a small band that I con¬ 
nected with in the beginning.” 

Those connections would prove valu¬ 
able as he started Cutlass. Bradley wanted 
his friends in these local bands to be the 
face of his company, as well as, in the case 
of Seedless singer/guitarist Casey Sullivan, 
also involved behind the scenes. Sullivan’s 
experience in marketing helped Bradley 
in launching the Cutlass brand. Fellow 
designer and business partner Martin 
Stern also stepped up to help run Cutlass. 

“Bands can get a hold of us and connect 
with us as a team, as opposed to some 
marketing rep they don’t even know,” Sul¬ 


livan says. “All these bands are our friends, 
and they come through the shop all the 
time. We’re having bands play music at 
the store on Friday nights and other areas 
around here.” 

Having the storefront also allows 
Bradley, Sullivan and Stern to create an 
approachable environment in which they 
can show off designs to customers as they 
work at desks in the front of the house and 
gain feedback from customers about what 
they want to wear on their back. 

“I’m having those moments when two 
random people walk in whom I’ve never 
met and I explain to them why this shop is 
here and why it matters to me,” Bradley says. 
“They walk out with something, and a week 
later, one of the guys comes back to get that 
other shirt he was thinking about.” 

The brand’s minimalist logo is a 
skewed hourglass with plenty of future 
on the bottom end; likewise, the guys 
aren’t wasting much time getting them¬ 
selves noticed. Earlier this month, 

Cutlass hosted a kick-off show at the 
recently rebranded venue Lido Live, with 
Seedless, the Originalites and Snakebit 
Drifters. Packing the house on a Friday 
night while showing off new merchan¬ 
dise hopefully helped the brand send the 
message that it represents a genuine style 
that is cool enough to steal, but definitely 
worth paying for. 

“I’ve had a time in my past where you 
might see more of my T-shirts on the 
boardwalk than some of the bigger brands 
around here,” Bradley says. “And that’s the 
goal: to try and get out here and reclaim 
the neighborhood.”

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Going Deeper 
With Daedelus 


The acclaimed LA producer’s mind is a 
Labyrinth—just try to keep up

A s with the thousands of musi¬ 
cians who flock to Austin to 
be heard during South By 
Southwest, LA-based producer 
Daedelus (born Alfred Darlington) had no 
grand ideas about being discovered. The 
electronic-music veteran was in town to 
play a couple of sets at parties for Juice- 
Land and PayPal. Despite the long night and 
being a bit under the weather, the producer 
is up and ready to go for his second and 
last day of activity As he’s explaining the 
previous night’s events, he abruptly hangs 
up in order to chase after the owner of his 
Airbnb’s dog who scampered out the door. 

Returning calm despite the disaster in the 
making, the 37-year-old chuckles describ¬ 
ing the incident, and then resumes his story 
about the abridged 20-minute set that fea¬ 
tured technical difficulties and “felt like two 
hours.” Sound issues aside, you’d be hard- 
pressed to call haphazard anything he’s done 
during his 15-year career that has seen him 
release a slew of albums, EPs and remixes. 

Last year, he returned to Flying Lotus’ 
Brainfeeder label after four years for the 
release of The Light Brigade. Having spent 
time touring in Ukraine, Daedelus used 
the Crimean conflict of 1843 to 1846 as the 
backdrop and theme. The album’s more 
deliberate pacing and melodic sound fea¬ 
turing acoustic guitars was a departure 
from what fans of the Low End Theory 
favorite may have been accustomed to. 

“It’s interesting because I’ve done records 
with moments that are more meditative or 
quiet,” he explains. “It was really fun for 
Brainfeeder to put out a conceptual record; 
that’s why it’s such a platform for vision.” 

The Light Brigade was released Sept. 

29, but that hasn’t stopped the producer 
from feverishly working on his next album, 
tentatively titled Labyrinth. Over the past 
three months, he says, he has 29 potential 
songs in the works, adding that he’s return¬ 
ing to the high-energy sound that has 
become the hallmark of his live show. Call¬ 


ing it “bombastic,” Daedelus is confident 
in its direction, even as he offers a warning 
that it could go in a mellower direction if 
that’s where the music takes him. “Some¬ 
times, you have these ideas, and then you 
try to do the thing, and melodies come 
out different, and it’s not something you 
expected,” he says. 

While the songs came to him “super-fast,” 
the hard parts are the whittling down and 
turning those ideas and stems into full songs. 
That process usually entails careful analysis, 
and he relies on his team of advisers—which 
includes his management and trusted 
friends—to have a cohesive record to prop¬ 
erly unveil. Fortunately for the producer, 
outside of Friday’s show at the Wayfarer, his 
schedule will afford him enough time to sit 
down and complete the album before head¬ 
ing overseas later in the month. 

“I guess that isn’t the most amount of 
time, but for me, it’s a good amount,” he 
says. “But those songs need to earn their 
place on the album, and everything needs 
to say something. I like putting out music 
and remixes and thoughts, and they’re 
meant to be heard, but there’s a thousand 
other things to take your attention off. For 
EPs and LPs, I hope people go deeper, and I 
want the music and words to say something 
larger than just lyrics.” 

As he continues to work on Labyrinth, 
Daedelus feels that, above all, he has a lot 
more to say. 

“This is a golden age of production,” he 
proclaims. “My peers, people like Toki- 
monsta, Flying Lotus and Gaslamp Killer, 
are making really wonderful, dynamic 
music from the perspective that I’m 
moved by, [so] that I want to contribute 
to it as well.”

Conductor

W e all know what a typical night at the 

symphony is supposed to look like. A dark 
house full of fancy people dressed to the nines 
staring at an illuminated stage that's filled with 
virtuosic musicians clamoring and soloing away. 
You might even imagine the conductor looking 
something like Carl St. Clair, an older white man 
with longish silver hairtussling around as his 
hand, holding a thin baton, darts feverishly. It's 
an age-old slice of musical culture and class that 
many people can identify, but few people below 
the upper crust of society are actually privy to. 

With the exception of student performances, 
orchestral concerts are usually more within 
the domain of people with fat wallets. However, 
on the occasion of St. Clair's 25th anniversary 
as the music director of the Pacific Symphony, 
the organization is celebrating with a series of 
free and low-cost concerts throughout Orange 
County. Called "Freshly Squeezed Music: Pacific 
Symphony In Your Orange County Neighbor¬ 
hood," the program is fueled by the conductor's 
goal "to really instill into the mindset of Orange 
County that Pacific Symphony is a treasured 
ensemble that should be protected and nurtured, 
as well as enjoyed and respected." 

St. Clair is currently the longest active tenured 
music director of any orchestra in America, and 
in addition to his impressive resume of commis¬ 
sions, recordings, and musical directing and con¬ 
ducting of numerous other orchestras, he has 
always been active in bringing classical music to 
the community. He has been instrumental in cre¬ 
ating several musical outreach and educational 
programs, including Pacific Symphony Youth 
Ensembles, Sunday Casual Connections, OC Can 
You Play With Us?, arts-X-press and Class Act. 
For Freshly Squeezed Music, St. Clair and various 
musicians of the Pacific Symphony are venturing 
into the community to provide the public with 
chamber and full-orchestra concerts. 

The performances commenced in February 
(with the Bowers Museum's Asian Lunar New 
Year Family Festival) and will continue until June 
in various cities and at such diverse venues 
as museums, synagogues, churches, libraries, 
schools, and, of course, at the Pacific Symphony's 
home, the Renee and Henry Segerstrom Con¬ 
cert Hall. Of the eclectic venues, St. Clair says, 


"We're trying to attract audiences of different age 
groups, multigenerational audiences, simultane¬ 
ously, [so that] the people that it's being sort of 
curated for will be different, so that we have as 
broad a stroke into the community as possible." 

There are also several tributes to St. Clair's 
mentor, Leonard Bernstein, featuring invitations 
for the children in attendance to meet-and-greet 
the orchestral performers. The series includes 
the premiere of an original composition, both 
brass and wind concerts, and guest performers, 
among them featured soloists, students of the 
Pacific Symphony's education and community- 
engagement programs, and members of the com¬ 
munity who wish to perform with the orchestra. 
The whole operation would not have been pos¬ 
sible without the participation of numerous spon¬ 
sors and partners who share St. Clair's passion. 

While bringing the symphony to the com¬ 
munity is one of the highlights of this season, St. 
Clair's vision for the symphony extends beyond 
that. "One of my big mantras since becoming 
music director is that we have to be locally 
acclaimed and respected before we can be 
nationally recognized," he says, "so at the same 
time we're creating these incredibly important 
and, I think, vital local projects and programs, it 
doesn't mean that we're taking the eye off the 
ball of becoming a nationally and internationally 
recognized orchestra for our programs. 

"In fact," St. Clair proudly reveals, "some of 
the programs that we're talking about have been 
nationally and internationally lauded, so that 
shouldn't go unnoticed."
